IV. SUMMARY | | | 

The organisation of the group under the Luftwaffe General with the 
demy Commander in Chief vas intended partly a2 a coupromize solution" 
to satisfy both the justified desire of the Army to have ite own air 
cectaatnnioée ant AAA tudke a tis ons al, and the demand of the 
Luftwaffe that all flying and AMA units should reuain under its contre? 
en the other. It is possible that the question of appointments also 
influenced the Luftwaffe, since the ai support conmand ataffa provided 
postions for alder sc ala who are always available in Jerge numbers 
at the beginning of a war. 

Contrary to original plans, the Luftwaffe General with the Arny 
Commander in Chief vas not an adviser to the Army Commander in Chief on 
air force affairs. Hence, he neither acted as the representative of the 
tuftwaffe Commander in Chief with the Arzy Comunder in Chief nor comunte= 
ated any wishes of the éray Connander in Chief to the Tuftwaffe Coazanier
